VIENNA, April 10—An extraordinary 
case of superstition has occurred in Hun- 
gary. A peasant living at Moztany died 
while attending a market in a neighboring 
town. His relatives started homeward with 
the body, but were forcibly prevented from 
traversing the village of Iharis, the inhapbi- 
tants asserting that the passage of a 
strange corpse through the place would 
lead to misfortune. 

Reinforced by gendarmes the relatives 
made a second attempt to pass through the 
village, but were confronted by the entire 

pulation, armed with pitchforks and simi- 
ar weapons. The gendarmes were driven 
back by the villagers and thereupon fired a 
volley at the crowd of men and women and 
children, killing two persons and wounding 
many others.

Board of Health Plans to Re- 
lieve World’s Fair City 
of Insects. 


Cockroaches and all other insects which 
infest houses have been the subject of 
experiments conducted by the board of 
health during the past month, and it is 
expected that the city will be practically 
a bugless town when the World’s Fair 


visitors begin to arrive. 

The campaign against these pests of city 
life will be begun shortly, now that the 
data on various insecticides has reached 


Assistant Health Commissioner Francis, 
who refused on Friday to give detatied in- 
formation as to the plans of his depart- 
ment, or to say on what plan the work 
of extermination would be carried out. 

Experiments were made with sulphur 
fumes and formaldehyde gas. Both bugs 
and bacteria were subjected to the action 
of these commonly used disinfectants for 
a definite time and the d rate among 
insects and rms carefully tabulated. 

It was found that the bugs were immunc 
to formaldehyde, but succumbed to sul- 
phurous fumes, while the microbes did 
not mind the sulphur but were easily 
killed by the formaldehyde vapor. 

Cockroaches were the only insects used 
as other household pests were not found in 
sufficient quantities for test 
The roaches were confined in 
atmosphere of the gas of about

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TRAGIC STORY IN 


DA KEATS TRIAL 


New Features to Be Dis- 
closed in Beautiful Girl’s 
Death. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., April * —Novel in 
its legal aspect, remarkable in its tragical 
story, the trial of young Dr. Leland Door 
Kent for the ...uing of Ethel Blanche Din- 
gle, now on before Judge Sutherland in 
the county court. 

Kent’s family are supporting him strong- 
ly, and so, too, are his friends. His de- 
fense will be conducted by George Raines. 

An unusual plea will be made on his be- 
half. It will be claimed that Miss Dingle 
was the victim of a suicidal mania, and 
that the letters which are in the posses- 
sion of the police signed both by Miss Din- 
gle and by Dr. Kent in which both signify 
their intention to die were written, as far 
as Dr. Kent is concerned, without any in- 


tention of carrying out the plan that the 
letters suggested, but at he had joined 
the pretty nurse in writing them simply 
to humor her during an attack of melan- 
cholia and suicidal mania. 

Dr. Kent and Miss Dingle went to the 
Whitcomb House at Rochester on the night 
of September 14 last year. The next day 
they were found ~ ews side by side in the 
apartment. The throats of both had been 
cut. Dr. Kent was alive, but the girl was 
dead. In her hand was clasped a razor. 

The physician was taken to the Homeo- 

athic Hospital, and after a week, in which 

8 life was despaired of, he finally re- 
covered. The air created a sengation 
here and in Buffalo. There the young phy- 
sicilan, the son of a well-to-do family and 
& popular post-graduate student at the 
Riverside Hospital, had met Miss Dingie, 
who was a trained nurse. Despite the fact 
that the physician was married and had 
two children, he began paying assiduous 
attention to the young nurse. 

.On his cot at the Rochester hospital the 
young doctor made no effort to conceal 
his grief for the girl’s death But when 
ye was able to make a coherent statement 
0 the authorities he declared that Miss 
Dingle had first attempted to kill him and 

then cut her own throat. Certain 
features regarding the manner of the 
wound on the girl’s throat and the finding 
of a number of letters in the: room led 
the authorities to belleve that the - 
Sicilian had wounded the rl as well as 
himself, and that there had existed be 
tween the two when they sought the room 
in the Whitcomb House a guicide com- 
pact. It is upon this belief that the young 
physician has been charged with man- 
Slaughter. Murder in the first degree 
could not be charged, in view of the posi- 
tion taken by the prosecution to the ef- 
fect that the young woman had entered 
into the compact to end her life. This 
view of the case is legally unique, and 
should the trial end in a conviction there 
will be without question a hard fight by 
the defense before the court of appeals. 

It is rumored here that at the last min- 
ute, however, the district attorney may 
sprin Digg ok ay and wastes the man- 
slaug arge to one of murder, for 
there is talk; that he has found the = 
istence of a strong motive on the part of 
the young physician for wanting to do 
away with Miss Dingle, apart from the 
fact that he was a married man and his 
love affair threatened to bring about 
serious domestic complications, 

The new motive is said to be another 
young woman with whom Dr. Kent had 
fallen in love after meeting Miss Dingle. 
The district attorney today, however. de- 
nied the existence of any such factor in 
the case, but he did not deny the prob- 
ability that evidence would be introduced 
tending to prove that the letters supposed 
to have been written and signed by Miss 
Dingle stating her intention to end her 
life are forgeries. These letters, grant- 
ing their genuineness, would seem to prove 
conclusively the existence of a suicide pact 
between Dr. Kent and Miss Dingle.

IN ENGLISH PRACTICES 


The Case Has Remarkable Features as 
Showing the Influence of Spirits 
in Worldly Affairs. 


LONDON, April 10.—Spirtis are playing an 
important part in a trial which has now 
for several hearings occupied the chancery 
court in London. Mysterious messages of 
“spooks,” as conveyed through the instru- 
mentality of a “planchette,” are engaging 
the attention of judge and counsel and the 
interested parties, while countless believers 
and unbelievers of the outside public find 
in the revelations of the witness box, 
from day to day, an absorbing topic for dis- 
cussion. 

It is some time since gpiritualism has 
been so prominent in a law court. The 
case of Cavendish vs. Strutt and others 
is likely to be quoted as one of\the most 
remarkablé tales outside of the sphere of 
fiction in which alleged manifestations of 
extramundane influences are the dominant 
factor. 

The plaintiff, Henry Sheppard Hart Cav- 
endish, now about 26 years of age, has in 
@ comparatively brief career acquired a 
good deal of notoriety. He has hunted 
large game in eastern and central Africa. 
Soon after he left Eton he was away ex- 
ploring the region of Lake Rudolph, and 
achieved enough with his expedition to give 
an address before the Royal Geographical 
Society, and later on traveled and hunted 
in Canada and Patagonia, whiere he went in 
search of the ground sloth, in company 
with a South Kensington naturalist. If the 
government had not prevented, out of de 
ference to international complications, Mr. 
Cavendish might have been at Fashoda 
long before Marchand, but this piece of 
fortune was denied him, though his in- 
tended expedition created much interest at 
the time.’ P 
How Cavendish 

Began Life. 

Mr. Cavendish started life well endowed 

with worldly goods. As the eldest son of 


a& great-grandson of the second Baron 
Waterpara, he came into large estates in 
Buckinghamshire and Staffordshire on at- 
taining his majority in 1897. His parents 
were both dead, and he had the absolute 
enjoyment of property valued at about 
$1,100,000. Three years previously he had 
made the acquaintance of Maj. Charies 
Henry Strutt, a _ retired. Indian army 
officer, who was engaged in company pro- 
moting. The friendship ripened until after 
one Of his East African journeys, Mr. Cav- 
endish asked the Major.to look after his 
correspondence for him. It was at an anx- 


ious time, as, in addition to suffering from’ ; 


a bad attack of neuritis, Mr. 
had an affair of the heart. He confided 
to Maj. Strutt his hopes of becoming 
engaged to the well-known actress Miss 
Isabel Jay. In a few months time, the 
Major and Mr. Cavendish took a house 
jointly at Buckingham Gate, and in 1301 
Maj. Strutt and his wife. on their remo- 
val to Maidenhead, received Mr. Caven- 
dish in their house, Mr. Cavendish con- 
tributing $150 a week to the cost of living.

Health Commissioner Starkloff said in re- 
gard to the amount of air that should be 
given persons: “In lodging houses the limit 
should be 400 cubic feet of air to each per- 
son. It would be better if that limit was 
raised to 600." 


High Pulse prey

The difference between 18 and 400, not to 
say 600, is rather large. Experts who have 
made a study of the street car conditions 
say that the effect of lack of air on street 


car passengers is rapid, irregular breath- 
ing, high pulse and a tendency toward 
higher temperature. Of course, this is cor- 
reeted as soon as the passenger gets into 
the open air, but the effect remains in the 
system. ere a@& man compelled to live in 
a place where there were only 18 cubic 
feet of air, he would be ill and near to 
doath in legs than an hour. 

On a St. Louis street car he has so many 
fellow sufferers that he forgets to com- 
plain. Hse practices football tactics try- 
ing to get on the car, then does acrobatic 
stunts while the motorman tries the brake 
or turns a ourve. Should he chance to be 
seated, he takes turns holding the differ- 
ent persons whom lurches of the car de- 
= in his lap. If standing, he gets 
icked and crowded and jerked until he 
doesn’t Know whether he is wearing his 
own overcoat or that of the man three 
feet ahead of him. 

Usually he is too thankfu] that he {s not 
g woman to say a word. The women of 
t. Loufs suffer more on the crowded 


street cars than their brothers. 

Besides having to suffer from lack of 
air, besides having their hats knocked 
in and out and a half dozen other direc- 
ticns, besides having their skirts jerked 
and tramp led on worse than if they were 
in the wildest of mg! sales, women are 
often compelled to listen to language not 
fit for any ears. The language is that of 
men who have been caused to forget their 
respect for women because of the bad ven- 
tilation or the demoralizing effect of the 
‘crowd. 

Bome cars receive their ventilation when 
the doors are opened, while some poor un- 
fortunates tightly wedged in the cnter of 
the car wade toward the door. The open 
door gives cold air and perhaps lets out 
some of the inside mixture, but its purify- 
ing effeot is not great. 


Ninety-Four in 
Single Car. 
St. Touls strest cars are on an average 
86 feet long, & feet wide and 10 feet high 
at their greatest height. Allowing for the 
space at the sido of the cairs, the average 
height of the cars is 7% feet. This gives 
each car an average breathing space of 
2160 cubic feet. The average car has a 


seating capacity for forty persons and 
standing room for as many more as will 
attempt to crowd in. From an average 
taken from records, a number of $4 was 
found to be the average number of persons 
riding on crow cars during the busy 
hours in the morning and evening. 

Allawing for the air displaced by car fix- 
tures and passengers’ bodies, not more than 
18 cubic feet of aid remains for each person. 

Mrs, Louis Marion McCall, in speaking 
of the present condition of street cars, said: 

“T can see no way out of the difficulty 
except the addition of mora cars to the 
service, especially during the tusy hours. 
I think that when a car te once filled, that 
is when all its seats are taken, that the 
car should stop for no more passengers, 
but should go on. ae we are to 
blame for the crowds. I have heard con- 
ductors request persons about to get on 
the car to wait until another car, less 
crowded, came Passengers seldom heed 
such requests. 

“The crowded cars add to their other in- 
conveniences, the fact that they are not 
clean. Little rivers of tobacco juice are 
under the seats, and one can scarcely keep 
one's clothing from wiping up the floor.

Various estimates have been made as to 
the amount of free grant which would be 
required to bridge over the gap between 
what the landlord could be reasonably ex- 
pected to receive and the tenant could be 
reasonably expected to pay for the holding. 

Some have estimated it as high as $110,- 
000,000, and some as low as $85,000,000. Judg- 
ing by the fact that the government has 
now consented to a free bonus of $60,000,000 
to help to bring both parties together it is 
clearly the intention to settle this vexed 
question once and for all. 

There is no doubt it must be a matter of 
genuine surprise to many critics who had 
previously expressed their disbelief in the 
possibility of the government making any 
advances. There seemed to have been some 
misunderstanding as to the position which 
the representatives of the tenants took at 
the conference. 

The matter was very lucidly explained by 
Mr. T. W. Russell, one of the representa- 
tives of the tenants. He stated that the 
tenants’ reprsentatives had fixed the 
terms on which the tenants would consent 
to purchase, wnich were on a basis of 35 
per cent on the second term rents, and a 
limit’ of 18 years’ purchases, 

The landlord’s representatives were to be 
allowed nine years more provided they 
could secure a bonus covering that period 
from the government. 

The reduction in the amount of the bonus 
will not greatly nor indeed at all affect the 
tenant. It simply means that the landlord 
have less government aid than they had 
figured upon, and they will have to suffer 
the loss.

Both Parties 

Must Agree 

If the valuation of the court satisfies the 
tenant the terms are agreed upon, both 
parties must in any event agree on the 
terms before the court sanctions the ‘sale. 
The landlord claim is paid off and the ten- 
ant repays the advance by installments of 
3% per cent on the price agreed upon after 
deducting the bonus paid by the ‘govern- 
ment to the landlord. To illustrate this, let 
us suppose the tenant buys his holding for 
24 years’ purchase of his yearly rent, which 
is $100—the price will therefore be $2400. 

This money the government pays the 
landlord, the tenant repays to the govern- 
ment the sum of $1800—the government, 
therefore, loses $600, which it gives to the 
landlord as a bonus. 

The tenant repays the $1800 by install- 
ments of 3% per cent on that amount, or 
$568.50 each year for a period of 68 years, 
at the end of which time the land is re- 
leased of the lien, and the tenant or his 
successor becomes the absolute owner. It 
will be thus readily seen that the tenant 
gets a continuing reduction of over # per 
cent, with the absolute ownership at the 
end of the statutory term. 

The absolute failure of coercion, the sur- 
render of the landlords and of the British 
government is a tribute to the earnestness 
and self-sacrifice of a determined people, 
and the genius and statesmanship of their 
illustrious leader, John Redmond, who is 
recognized as one of the at central fig- 
ures in the political world of today. The 
clouds which have hung around an unhap- 
y count are now rapidly disappearing.

“private detective,” but a coroner’s jury 
said it was an accident, and he was freed. 
From that time on he engaged in pool sell- 
ing and other forms of gambling, and his 
audacity and defiance gained for him the 
*‘wickedest man” title. 

Up to hie 6th year “The” Allen was a 
bunch of nerve and muscle—absolutely 
fearless and possessed of a certain shrewd- 
ness that kept the lice away from him, 
no matter how bold his violations of law. 

When he went away yesterday he re- 
peated what he had said half a dozen years 
ago, when he was asked why he was called 
“the wickedest man in New York."’ 

“Wicked? he said. “No, I'm not wicked. 
I’ve made mistakes. When I was a boy I 
drifted along until I came to the parting 
of the ways. Three roads there, you know. 
It was a 2 to 1 shot. I took the wrorg 
one. But when I found it was the wrong 
ono I didn’t turn back. I kept on. I 
fought. It's the old American way, and

PRESIDENT'S CAMP 


Soene Exasperates the Presi- 
dent, Who Cannot Shoot 
at the Animals, 


GUARDS LION SHOOTING 
PLANS AS CLOSE SECRET 


Yellowstone Park Only Party 
Will Know Until the 
Chase Is Ended. 


Special to the Pogt-Dispatch. 

CINNABAR, Mont., April 10.—If Presi- 
dent Roosevelt hunts lions in Yellow- 
stone Park, which is probable, none but 
the members of his little exploring party 
will know anything about it until after 
the shooting is over. 

The President’s experience in the Mis- 

sissippi swamps, where he didn’t kill a 
bear after much preparation for the 
slaughter, has made him averse to hunt- 
ing in the limelight of publicity, He will 
hereafter hunt in secret. If he gets any 
game, the press will be given full de- 
tails. If he fails in his quest, nothing will 
be said to embarrass his reputation as @ 
Nimrod. 
The President may hunt lions in the park 
without violating the law. Severa) lions 
have been treed within the past two or 
thiee days by scouts connected with the 
military post. These animals, being preda- 
tory, do not come within the restrictions 
placed .upon hunters, and may ahot 
wherever found. 

‘ine army officers at the fort have a pack 
of hounds trained to scenting these animals, 
aud one of the scouts was out Tuesday 
with them. A handsome lion was treed, but 
was not disturbed. 

The lions of the Yellowstone are not fe- 
rocious. Indeed, they will flee from the ap- 
proach of a man, whom they will not at- 
tack without provocation. 

Hidi themselves in the trees, they can- 
not be overed except through the scent 


of a dog. 

The President’s hunting instinct, accord- 
ing to one of the army olficers at the post, 
wili probably result in at attempt being 
made by him to locate one of these animais 
to obtain the hide as a trophy. 

The scouts report that they are beginning 
to come out of their holes, but, under the 
regulations, these animals cannot be mo- 
lesied unless they begin an attack. 

The President is at the first camp ar- 
ranged for him at Blacktalil Gulch. The 
camp is an ideal location, abounding with 
game so tame that the animais will hover 
about his camp as long as he remains 
ore. The scene exasperates the Presi- 
ent 

At 8:30 o'clock last night a courier was 
sent out from here to Blacktail Gulch with 
dispatches for the President. Nothing could 
be jearned at Secretary Loeb's car as to the 
nature of the messages, but that they were 
important is attested by the sending of a 
courier 18 miles at night. The courier was 
given instructions to return immediately, 
anid is expected to arrive this afternoon, 
Secretary Loeb sent a request to Fort 
Yellowstone for three carbines, three revol- 
vers and necessary ammunition. They are 
gaid to be intenled for the use of the secret 
seivice men on board the presidential] train, 
now standing on a side track at Cinnabar.
